the usual year-end adjustments, 
may mean a drop of between 55 
per cent. and 60 per cent. in earn- 
ings. Since earnings in the final 
six months of 1929 amounted to 
$96,421,958, such a decline indicates 
net profits of $42,000,000 after all 
charges and taxes, or 85 cents a 
share on the common for the final 
half of 1930. 

On this basis, net earnings from 
operations for the year will cover

TRAFFIC MANAGERS TO 
MEET IN DETROIT SEPT. 18; 
TO STUDY FREIGHT RATES 


New York, Sept. 17.—Traffic 
managers in charge of shipping at 
member plants of the National 
Automotive Chamber of Commerce 
have received a call for a meeting 
at Detroit on September 18 from 
J. S. Marvin, chairman of the con- 
ference. 

There will be a report from a spe- 
cial committee studying the effect 
of the recent Interstate Commerce 
Commission decisions making 
sweeping changes in all class rates 
in Eastern territory and as far West 
as the Rocky Mountains. 

The commission's decision 
thought to be generally favorable 
to railroads by maintaining their 
lower class rates and advancing the 
| higher classes. The Eastern lines, 
however, have filed a petition for 
rehearing, in which automobiles are 
prominently mentioned. The peti- 
tion states that the proposed fifth 
and sixth class rates would make 
serious inroads upon their revenues, 
and that-gains from freight in the 
higher classes, including automo- 
biles, have been overestimated. 

Furthermore, that automobile 
traffic is already disappearing to 
the highwav and water routes, that 
all forms of high-class freight are 
disappearing from the rail carriers 
to highway transportation, and that 
Eastern lines would have to bear 
some of the reduction in the rates 
on automobiles shipped to Western 
points. 

The chamber called the attention 
of the commission in the hearings 
to the high classification of auto- 
mobiles and to the large extent of 
driveaway and truckaway deliveries. 

Mr. Marvin states that the car- 
riers, some time in advance of these 
decisions, started an investigation 
on their own account to determine 
whether they could make even low- 
er rates on automobiles to better 
compete with other methods of de- 
livery. 

The export rate committee, which 
deals with ocean freight rates, held 
a meeting at the offices of the 
chamber last week for preliminary 
discussion of export prospects and 
steamship conditions, preparatory to 
meeting with the steamship officials 
on the question of rates for the sea- 
son of 1931. This committee has 
noted indications of reduced dealer 
stocks abroad, which should indi- 
cate some improvement in export 
shipping.

HILE we in Detroit have been worrying over plans 
to relieve our traffic jam in the downtown district, 
along come Roy Peed, general sales manager of the De Soto 
Motor Car Company, back from one of those flying trips of 
his. This time he had been in Des Moines, Ia., where he 
picked up an idea which ought to be worthy of a trial in 
Detroit as well as in other cities and towns. 
“In Des Moines they are watching the efforts of the 
traction company to lessen the traffic in the downtown 


' section, and at the same time get more passengers for its 


| street cars,” 


says the De Soto chief. “I think they have 
struck something worth while. The traction company has 
leased large areas of vacant property at the far end of its 
several lines and has converted them into parking spaces 
for automobiles. An out-of-town motorist coming to the 
city to shop, stops at these parking spaces, which are in 
charge of the traction company’s attendants, who park the 
ears, collect a fee of 20 cents from each motorist and 
give him three coupons. One is for the parking of the car, 
another is his fare to the downtown district on the street 
car and the third is his return street car ticket. 

“After the motorist’s business has been transacted, he 
returns via street car to the parking space, picks up his 
car and goes home. He has had his quick transportation te 
Des Moines, he has been able to ride down town in comfort 
and he hasn’t had to worry about parking his car while he 
has been doing his shopping. He has relieved the traffic 
jam, probably transacted his business quicker’ than if he had 
gone all the way in his car and it only has cost him 20 cents. 

“They tell me in Des Moines that a count has shown that 
on an average there are 7,000 out-of-town cars from lowa 
points coming into the city each day betwen 7 a. m. and 5 
p. m., so you will see this scheme is going to make for the 
traveling comfort of everyone.”

N THE publicity from General Motors of Canada comes 
a quotation from the story written about the Canadian 
automobile show by Harry Clarke which, in my layman’s 
opinion, is one of the best explanations as to why the engine 
trend is toward multiple cylinders instead of increased bore 
and stroke. Writes Mr. Clarke: 

“As far back as the great war a demand for more power 
appeared. The engineers appeased this by increasing the 
bore and stroke, which were made larger until the point was 
reached where the cylinders had grown so large that each 
individual explosion in the motor was too rough and harsh. 

“But with this fetish worship of power came a mitigat- 
ing element—a demand for refinement in performance. And, 
to give added power, together with quietness and ease of 
operation, the engineers found they had reached and in some 
cases passed the limit of cylinder size which would‘ ensure 
refined operation in high-compression motors. Consequently, 
new engines were designed with smaller cylinders which 
would give equal or added piston-svept volume. 

“Thus the individual explosion of the new multi-cylinder 
engilie is practically unnoticeable and the driving force of 
the exploding gases is broken up into a smooth even flow of 
power in which are found new heights of speed, acceleration 
and hill-climing ability.”

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ITH higher freight rates due to 

go into effect on November 1, 
the question of transportation costs 
as a factor in jobbing expense is re- 
ceiving an increasing amount of at- 
tention.

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History Repeats 


O OLD TIMERS in the automotive industry, an item 

which recently appeared in a Los Angeles newspaper 
will bring a cynical smile. 

The brief story referred to chronicled the fact that 
several firms of Los Angeles dealers in @sed airplanes are 
rushing around madly endeavoring to acquire a sufficient 
stock of used planes to meet insistent demands from pro- 
spective customers. It is even reported that offers are being 
made freely to plane owners who have no present desire 
to dispose of their air steeds. 

Do we remember when automobile dealers, the few of 
them that then existed, were galloping around and trying | 
to buy second hand cars to fill the demands of insisten 
would-be customers? We do, and this pleasant state of 
affairs lasted for a number of years while the manufactur- 
ers were learning how to turn out motor vehicles in sufficient 
quantities to meet a rising demand. 

But that state of affairs in the automobile business 
cured itself many, many years agone. And so will it do in 
the airplane business, if that lusty infant keeps on growing 
as it appears willing to do. We can shut our eyes and conjure 
up the day when aviation publications will be discussing the 
harassing used plane problem, exactly as we today ponder 
on the second hand car problem. 


Conservative Optimism 

N THE series of statements by leading automotive execu- 

tives which the Automotive Daily News was privileged 

to present to its readers recently there is a note of conserva- 

tive optimism which is very heartening. Many of the 

presidents of leading companies contributed to this view of 

automotive prospects, and without exception ‘they believe 

in emergence of the industry in 1931 from its present de- 
pression. 

On the other hand, there is no flag-waving prediction of 
another frenzied boom, such as marked the early months of 
1929. The belief is general that 1931 will see a production 
effort about the equal to that of 1928. In that year the 
total output of the industry in vehicle units was 4,358,748. 
This is almost to a unit one million behind 1929. 

In a production of 4,358,748 or thereabouts, there is 
renewed prosperity for manufacturers and dealers alike, 
especially with the help of lessons learned in 1930. 


Liability 

NGLAND is the proud possessor of a brand new Road 

Traffic Act, which amounts to a uniform traffic law 
for the whole country. The island kingdom does not have 
the difficulty that we do in trying to harmonize forty-eight 
separate state laws. 

This new British law is interesting in its fixing of what 
constitutes a breach of the statute as regards the operation 
of motor vehicles. This is determined by a single clause, 
which may be termed the heart of the law. The clause in 
question reads as follows: 

“If any person drives a motor vehicle on a road reck- 








lessly, or at a speed or in a manner which is dangerous to} 


the public, having regard to all the circumstances of the! 
case, including nature, condition and use of the road and the! 
amount of traffic which is actually at the time, or which! 
might reasonably be expected, on the road, he shall be) 
liable.” 

This is flexible enough, in all conscience. It certainly is | 
better than one of our speed limit laws, which are about as | 
illogical as any statute could be, seeing that a legal fifteen 
miles an hour might be reckless under some circumstances |! 
while fifty would be illegal but perfectly safe under other

NEW TARIFF IN SPAIN 
PROVES A BOOMERANG 


Washington, Sept. 17—The new 
Spanish tariff, imposed in retalia- 
tion for the Smoot-Hawley duties, 
has proved a boomerang. 

Automotive dealers in Spain, sell- 
ing stocks imported previous to the 
tariff increases enjoy good business, 
according to a report received today 
by the Department of Commerce, 
while those selling under the new 
duties are experiencing depression. 

The report points out that it is 
generally estimated that automobile | 
sales will drop 40 to 60 per cent. 
after October or November, when | 
all old stocks will be exhausted and 
it will be necessary to sell under the 
new duties. 

A decrease in the sale of trucks | 
is not expected, as they are not af- | 
fected under the new duties. 

Total registrations of motor ve- | 
hicles in July was 2,809, of which 72 | 
per cent. were American, as com- | 
_ with 2,516 units, and 68 per | 

ent. respectively, during June, | 
showing 11 per cent. increase. 

For the first seven months of this 
year total registrations were 16,424, | 
as compared with 20,469 in the same 
peried of 1929, representing a de- 
crease of 19 per cent., although |

per cent. over European makes, the 
report states.

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CONSTITUTIONALITY OF 
DRIVERS LICENSE LAW 
IN INDIANA QUESTIONED 


Indianapolis, Ind,, Sept. 17.— 
Existence of the Indiana drivers’ 
license law is threatened in 
action expected in circuit court 
here next week attacking con- 
stitutionality of the act. The 
suit resulted from the attempt 
to revoke the driving license of 
a motorist convicted of drunken 
driving, and the filing of a de- 
murrer by the attorney general 
holds the suit fails to constitute 
a cause of action. 

The test suit, filed about two 
months ago, charged that the 
law was unconstitutional because 
of the arbitrary nature of the 
judgment suspending the driver's 
license which gives the one-man 
court set up by the State Depart- 
ment to act on cases of this 
nature power to deprive citizens 
of their rights without hearing or 
defense.
